There  is  often  somewhat 
loose  language  used  in  political  pronouncements. 
Tbe  day  has  not  gone  when  Nature  does  the  pro- 
viding; in  fact  it  Is  Nature  that  r<'malns  The 
Factor,  and  without  it  all  llie  scienliflc  efTurt 
poulbto  would  be  useless.  However,  t^ese  sen- 
tonr-f^s  were  penned  by  the  Promior  to  buttress 
an  argument  In  favor  of  marketing  boards.  He 
Mlji  thoee  boaitto  are  deelgned  "to  Improve  the 
position  of  the  producer  of  our  natural  products. ' 

To  what  extent  has  It  been  improved?  Have 
aajr  of  the  prodiwen  ralVered  beeause  of  this 
bureaucracy  which  acts  as  a  new  and  expensive 
middleman?  Obviously  there  is,  antagonism  to 
marketing  boards.  They  have  led  to  court  action. 
The  legislation  in  the  matter  is  exclusively  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  t^e  Province,  and  yet  the  at- 
tempt Is  made  to  regulsrte  sales  made  outside  the 
Province,  despite  the  fact  that  there  Is  inter- 
provmclal  freedom  of  trade.  The  question  of  pro 
~vijiciftl  authority  in  this  par  tic  u  lar  is  sub 
Mr.  Pattuilo  admits  the  problem  Is  a  very  dlflleult 
one.  We  agree  with  him  that  "it  is  very  much  in 
the  interests  of  the  consuming  public  tliat  the 
producer  shall  leeeivo  a  fair  return  for  his 
product."  There  arc  many  producers  who  did 
receive  just  such  a  return  before  they  were 
forced  under  the  control  of  the  marketing  boards, 
and  who  do  not  now  Tliere  are  ln.stances  of 
small  producers  who  receive  little  or>no  return 
at  all  because  their  profits  are  swallowed  up  by 
the  charKPs  of  the  marketing  boards.  * 

Marketing  control  Is  a  scheme  of  regimenta- 
tion. Ita  object  is  to  make  It  unlawful  for  pro- 
ducers in  the  community  to  da^what  they  will 
with  their  own  on  the  basis  of  Irlspecious  ar^u- 
ment  that  a  board  of  control  knows  better  what 
should  be  done.  -  The  producers  are  at  the  mercy 
of  the  boards.  They  may  not  .sell  wlirre  they  will. 
They  have  to  take  whatever  returns  are  made  to 
them  In  an  unauestlonlng  faith.  They  can  pro- 
duce what  th<-y  will  by  their  own  skill,  and  in 
co-oiK-ration  with  Nature,  but  they  may  not  sell 
where  they  will.  Their  products  must  go  through 
the  middleman  of  bur'Muc:  ,icy,  and  that  middle- 
man collects  his  toil.  The  system  ttiat  has  been 
devised  in  this  Province  Is  a  negation  of  the 
dfxtriiii<  c)f  the  liborty  of  tlie  pioducrr,  wh') 
siiould  be  iiiiowed»  as  in  previous  times,  to  sell 
what  Is  hfs  own  In  whatever  markets  are  willing 
to  take  his  products  and  pay  him  what  he  eon- 
i>iders  a  due  profit  on  hla  labor.

-  -If  there  were  such  a  thing  as  a  claimant  to  the 
title  of  the  world's  greatest  sportsman  it  would 
appear  to  belong  by  pr^rlptlve  right  to  ,  Lord 
Desborough.

The  foregoing  are  a  few  of  the  performahces 
of  Lord  Desborough.

He  stroked  an  eight;  with  sliding 
seats  across  the  English  Channel  atvl  sculled 
himself  across  In  a  racing  sklfT.  He  held  the 
amateur  punting  championship  for  three  years.

They  have  formed  themselves  Into  what  Is  known 
n.s  the  Kelsey  Club.  The  name  wa.s  chosen  in 
honor  of  the  noted  Western  pathfinder  and  fi.- 
plorer,  Henry  Kettey.  At  these  meetings  brief 
formal  addresses  are  delivered.  Discuasion  fol- 
lows and  a  part^icularly  lively  .time  rery  often 
ensues.

A  few  weeks  a^o  one  of  the  speakers  expressed 
the  opinion  that  Canada  would  d6  Iwell  to  rid 
herself  of  Imperial  entanglements,  fahd  so  avoid 
the  likelihood  of  being  drawn. into  war  on  account 
of  European  di.spuU\s.  The -Mothejr' Country.  It 
was  said,  has  many  and  diverse  intierests  in  that 
war-torn  continent,  and  to  frequ^i^tlV  engaged 
in  diplomatic  controversies  with  European 
statesmen;  and  tlius  it  might  happen,^  at^  fine 
day,  that  owing  to  a  failure  of  diplomacy  an 
appeal  to  force  mlpht  be  nere.s.sary.  In  fUch  a 
case  Canada  might  easily  be  dr,awn  into  a  struggle 
over  something  In  which  she  had  no  real  Interest. 
Of  course  there  Is  nothing  very  now  In  this  argu- 
ment. It  has. been  put  forward  ajaln  and  again 
by  separatists  and  IsolattonteU  whoi  for  whatever 
reason,  dislike  and  would  wUllngly  t)ut  an  end 
to  the  Imperial  connection;  i. 

One  of  the  Kelsey  ClUb  iherrtbers,  however.  In 
answering  this  objection  to  the  Imperial  con- 
nection, very  properly  asked  what  wa.s  the  his- 
torical ground  for  this  alleged  danger  of  Ettro^ 
pcan  entanglements?  What  was  Great  Britain's 
record  in  such  matters?  The  record  of  Oroat 
.Britain,  from  the  clos?^  of  the  Napoljwnid.  Wars 
in  1815  to  the  outbreak  Of  the  Great  War  on« 
hundred  years  later,  .should  furni.sh  some  data 
Mpon  which  to  found  an'oplnion.  The  answer  of 
history  Is  that  during ;that long  period,  the  cen- 
tury between  1815  and  1914.  Great  Britain  took 
part  in  but  one  European  war,  namely  the  Cri- 
mean War  In  IBM.  Moreover.  In  the  opinion  of 
m.iny.  Great  Rrllnln>  participation  in  .the  Cri- 
mean War  was  a  misUke.  For -example.  Lord 
Salisbury  was  quoted  as  a  competent  authority. 
Ho  liad  said  that  In  1154  we  had  put  our  money 
on  the  wrong  horse. 

The  Kelsey  Club  debaters  might  alse  have 
quoted  the  opinion  of  a  BrltLsh  statesman  of  a 
political  persuasion  and  temper  very  dlfTrren^ 
from  that  of  Lord  Salisbury,  namely,  John  Bright. 
At  the  anxious  time  of  the  Trent  affair  In  IMl, 
John  Bright  issued  a  warnlni?  to  hl.s  coiintn-men! 
He  .wld:  "Let  us  remember  how  we  were  dragged 
in  o  the  Russian  war.  We  drifted  Into  It;  It  cost 
a  hundred  million  pounds;  Ht  cost  the  lives  of 
forty  thousftnd  Englishmen;  it  injured  trade;  it  I 
doidUid  the  armies  of  Europe:  and  It  did  not 
ncrompll.sh  a  single  thlnR  that  was  proml.sed." 

According  to  these  authorities  British  intet^ts 
wovld  have  been  mOeh  better  served  feqr  keeping 
out  of  that  war.  If  the  history  of  that  hundred 
years  period  contains  any  tassgn  far~Kitish 
statssBMn  II  Is  ttun  amstf  iBtatf  erenee  by  Oreat 
Britain  In  European  affairs  Is  as  a  general  thing 
unnecessary,  and  this.  Indeed,  is  likely  In  the 
future  to  be  the  British  rule  of  policy  The  bogey 
of  Imagining  European  entanelement.s  jiecct  jiot 
deter  u.s  ft<  in  mnintnlr.intr  our  traditional  atti- 
tude ttiwaxds  iiupciW  sokduiuy.
